A FAST GROWING FACET of Numismatics is the collecting of checks and 
other related monetary documents, such as drafts, certificates of deposit, pro- 
missory notes and stock certificates. Some of these early documents qualify as 
both a Numismatic and Philatelic item, since they have either affixed, or imprinted, 
revenue stamps. Today, the collecting of Checks is proving to be the most popular 
of the various documents being collected. 
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There are five basic elements of a 
check, any one of which can tell an 
interesting story: (1 ) Town or city where 
issued (2) Date (3) Bank Drawn on (4) 
Payee or (5) Payor. Obviously, another 
interest for some is the collection of sig- 
natures of famous personages appearing 
on checks. In some instances, any one 
of these can tell an interesting story, and 
in the case of the check shown, refer- 
ence shall be made primarily to the 
Payee, although all five of the above 
mentioned elements in this instance 
could be expanded into an interesting 
story. 

Around the turn of the century, a 
Chicago man named Harbeck, bought 
some mining property in Cripple Creek, 
better known as the Cresson Mine. He 
knew nothing about mining, and when 
it paid no dividends, he believed that 
it w^as worthless. After his death his son 
inherited the property and decided to 
come to Colorado to look the mine over 
before disposing of the stock. 

Arriving in Colorado Springs enroute 
to the Cripple Creek District, and realiz- 
ing he might have a need for the services 
of an attorney, he entered into a contract 
with Hildreth Frost, then a young 
attorney who was just beginning his law 
practice. Mr. Frost was later to become 
the Region’s leading mining attorney. 

Following the employment of Mr. 
Frost, young Harbeck proceeded via the 
Midland Terminal Railroad to Cripple 
Creek and Victor. While in Victor, he 
learned of a young mining engineer who 
was at that time clerking in a local gro- 
cery store. This young man, Richard 
Roelofs was rather unique in the district 
at that time, in that he was a graduate 
geologist and minerologist. Most of 
those prominently identified with the 
producing mines had been carpenters, 
plumbers, draymen, pharmacists or rail- 
roadmen. 

Harbeck employed Roelofs, and they 
proceeded to the Cresson Mine for an 
inspection and determination of a 
course of action. Conditions regarding 
the mine were not at all favorable at 
that time: the Cresson was regarded by 
everyone as a lemon; the mine had a 


600-foot shaft and was $80,000 in debt, 
and as late as 1906 in a government 
report, the name of the mine is entirely 
absent, either in text, or in maps, or 
plats. 

Roelofs made a thorough study of the 
mine, resulting in a belief that it had 
a potential. All in the district said he 
couldn’t do the job — he did it, and 
displaying veritable mining genius, he 
developed the Cresson into one of the 
truly great bonanza gold mines of the 
world. Roelofs introduced economies; 
he deepened the shaft to find the ore 
improving in value, and succeeded in 
paying dividends, although the ore 
averaged only $15.67 per ton. At 1,000 
feet the mine proved “a whale of a pro- 
ducer.” One great “stope,” or vertical 
vein measured 135 feet in length, and 
high-paying ore was extracted clear 
across. 

In 1914, the Cresson w^as producing 
around $1,000,000 a year, the shaft had 
been deepened to 1200 feet, and while 
extending a lateral from that level, they 
“hit” the now, world-famous “vug” — 
and therein lies quite a story: one after- 
noon around 2:00 P.M., the attorney, 
Hildreth Frost of Colorado Springs 
received a telephone call from Roelofs. 
He was advised that a matter of grave 
importance had developed at the mine. 
Mr. Frost was emphatically requested 
to take the next train to Cripple Creek 
without fail, and not to talk to anyone. 
Roelofs further advised him to come 
immediately upon his arrival in Cripple 
Creek to his hotel room, and to rap 
lightly upon the door. Although highly 
curious, and somewhat dumofounded, 
Mr. frost proceeded to carry-out Roelofs’ 
instructions. 

Upon arriving in Cripple Creek, Mr. 
Frost hurried to Roelofs’ room, rapped 
lightly upon the door, w'here-upon 
Roelofs unlocked the door, admitted 
him and promptly relocked the door. 
He then escorted Mr. Frost to the 
opposite side of the room, near a win- 
dow. He then in a very low voice 
informed Mr. Frost that they had “hit” 
something utterly fantastic in the Cres- 
son. and that it was imperative that he

see it. He further informed Mr. Frost that 
they would proceeed to the mine prior 
to daylight the following morning. 

Arising early the following morning, 
they proceeded to a point midway 
between Cripple Creek and Victor, 
where today the Carleton processing 
mill is located. They then turned east, 
proceeding past Elkton (now a ghost 
town) to the site of the Cresson, which 
was located against the mountains. 
They boarded the mine shaft hoist and 
rapidly descended to the 1200 foot 
level. As they approached the end of 
the lateral, they came to a steel vault 
door which had been hastily installed. 
Knocking on the door, it was opened 
by guards armed with guns. They were 
escorted a few feet farther into a small 
cavern, the likes of which few eyes have 
ever beheld, “The Cresson Vug”! 

It is stated, “that when the miners 
broke into this rich underground 


chamber, they found the floor thickly 
covered with a crumbly mass of crystals 
that looked like jewelry, which could 
be shoveled like so much sand.” From 
the walls and ceilings hung beautiful 
sylvanite and calaverite crystals. Much 
of these fabulous minerals carried 
values of $100,000 to the ton. They took 
an estimated $1,200,000 from this 
“Aladdin’s Cave’’ in the Cresson Mine. 
In 1915 the Cresson produced 
$2,000,000 and paid a million dollars 
in dividends. The Cresson ultimately 
produced over 45 million and paid 
dividends amounting to around 
$17,000,000. The magic transformation 
of “a lemon-prospect’’ into a veritable 
gold palace of Croesus-like proportions 
became a world sensation, and “Dick’’ 
Roelofs, the miracle miner of the ages. 

Yes, checks CAN tell an interesting 
story! 
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In this issue of THE NUMISMATIST, beginning on page 
985, you will find biographical sketches of the candidates 
for ANA elective offices.

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The following article is reprinted here with the permission of The Freeman, where 
it appeared in the September 1972 issue. 


When we contemplate the gold coins 
from previous centuries, we are pain- 
fully reminded to what extent modern 
man has lost his monetary freedom and 
hence an important aspect of his 
economic freedom. For thousands of 
years, with only relatively few and brief 
exceptions prior to 1915 (or 1934 in the 
case of the United States) nearly all 
nations in the main stream of human 
progress have enjoyed the advantages 
of the use of gold coinage as a monetary 
medium. Cowrie shells, stone wheels, 
rolls of bright bird feathers, salt, bronze 
ingots and the like were generally the 
monetary media of only the least 
advanced peoples. 

Restraints on the use of gold as a 
monetary medium were rare in previous 
centuries, so rare, in fact, that we are 
tempted to speculate that many of the 


social and economic problems besetting 
the world in recent decades might not 
simply be concomitant phenomena of 
the decline of the public monetary use 
of gold, but even the results of this 
decline. In our own case, it is probably 
not a mere coincidence that since 1934, 
when the monetary use of gold was pro- 
hibited to U.S. citizens, the public debt 
has climbed to levels that could scarcely 
have been imagined forty years ago, the 
purchasing power of the national 
monetary unit has deteriorated so badly 
that this decline has become a major 
national problem, export trade has 
declined, the centers of large cities have 
been rotting at an accelerated pace and 
the problem of overpopulation has 
begun to threaten the very quality of life 
to which we had become accustomed. 

Prior to 1934 the use of gold as a 
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monetary medium had been deeply 
rooted in our economic and legal tradi- 
tions. Undoubtedly as a reaction to the 
chaos caused by excessive issues of 
paper money' before and during the 
Revolution, the Constitution provided 
in Article I, Section 10, that “No state 
shall . . . make any Thing but gold and 
silver Coin a Tender in Payment of 
Debts.”* A handsome U.S. gold coinage 
was commenced in 1795 to supplement 
the foreign gold in circulation, which 
continued to have the status of legal 
tender until 1857 on the basis of laws of 
1793, 1816, 1834 and 1843. It was this 
sort of legal precedent that was the basis 
for the monetary stability of the country 
(and probably its economic progress) 
down to recent years. 

Fiat Money in France 

There is an interesting parallel in 
French monetary history. When the 
revolutionary government of France at 
the end of the 18th century tried to sub- 
stitute paper money (assignats) sup- 
posedly based on the value of confis- 
cated church properties, economic 
chaos resulted.^ Later on, Napoleon I 
saw the need of a reform to overcome 
the paralysis and reinstated the use of 
the precious metals. His introduction of 
the twenty franc piece (the “napoleon”) 
in 1803 was an act of far-reaching con- 
sequences, as we shall see below. Russia 
had also tried paper money, likewise 
designated by a similar word 
assignashii.'* 

Although a number of governments 
make every desperate attempt to sup- 
press the monetary use of gold, faith in 
the sun metal as a store of value is 
deeply ingrained in the economic com- 
mon sense of human beings all over the 
world. When I was in Russia in the 
summer of 1970, a young man explained 
to me that the old five rouble pieces 
struck on the standard used beginning 
with 1897 are now fetching about 90 
paper roubles nearly a typical month’s 
wages in the present Soviet State. The 
grimly strict monetary laws and energe- 
tic propaganda of the Soviet State® had 
not been able to eradicate a desire for 


and a trust in gold. During and 
immediately after World War II many 
a family was able to avoid starvation 
by gradually giving up one gold piece 
after the other to purchase food that 
could otherwise not be obtained in 
economies paralyzed by war and post- 
war controls. 

A Coin at Work 

Let us contemplate a half eagle struck 
by the young United States in 1800. As 
in the case of the vast majority of gold 
coins struck in the world before 1800, 
there is also no designation of value or 
weight on this piece. Gold coins need 
no designation of value or egal tender 
status to function well. The piece we 
are contemplating is worn, so badly 
worn that its designs are only slightly 
above the level of the fields, but its 
weight is 8.50 grams, only about 3 per 
cent below its legal weight of 135 grains 
(8.748 grams). 

Now let us reconstruct the tremend- 
ous economic task that this gold piece 
performed so well and so long. The wear 
on this piece would suggest that it was 
in circulation at least until the weight 
reduction of 1834 and perhaps quite a 
bit longer. If it changed hands on the 
average of just once a week over a period 
of 50 years, it changed hands over 2,500 
times and was thus involved in an ex- 
change of more than $12,500. However, 
the really remarkable aspect of this per- 
formance lies in the fact that every time 
it changed its owner, the new owner was 
guaranteed a stable value as long as he 
wished to keep the piece. What were the 
costs of this remarkable performance? 
About 15 cents’ worth of gold lost 
through wear and the very modest cost 
of striking the piece. To have printed 
paper money for this period of circula- 
tion would have approached or ex- 
ceeded the minting and gold loss costs. 
Far more important, however, is the fact 
that the costs of the gold loss and mint- 
ing were a very trivial consideration in 
relation to the social and economic ben- 
efits of the gold piece. Modern paper 
money, without a connection with the 
precious metals, simply cannot fulfill 
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the traditional capacity of gold coinage 
to function both as a medium of ex- 
change and a store of value. 

Not only does gold coinage go back 
to the early days of the American Repub- 
lic, but it covers some twenty-seven cen- 
turies of Western Civilization. It was, 
in turn, antedated by an even earlier, 
specifically monetary use of gold, a use 
that can be readily documented. Thus, 
a mural painting from Thebes, Egypt, 
assigned to the reign of Thutmosis III, 
1501-1447 B.C., shows the weighing of 
gold rings and holed disks.® Details of 
this painting reveal the status that gold 
had attained as a monetary medium. 
The weights on the balance pan are in 
the form of bovine heads and sheep! 
This illustrates the fact that a transition 
had been made from an economy in 
which cattle were used as exchange to 
one in which the precious metals had 
taken their place, but the tradition of 
the cattle exchange is preserved in the 
very shape of the weights. To mention 
a later parallel, the earlier Latin word 
for money, pecunia, developed from 
pecus, meaning “cattle.” In the case of 
the Teutonic languages, the German 
word for cattle, Vieh, is a cognate of 
English fee. 

American Indian civilizations never 
developed a gold coinage as did the 
Europeans, but gold was used as a 
medium of exchange in the form of 
quills filled with gold dust. Undoub- 
tedly, too, the many pre-Columbian 
gold ornaments, often of considerable 
artistic merit, played some sort of 
monetary role. 

Coinage in Ancient Greece 

The very beginnings of Greek gold (or 
more specifically, electrum) coinage are 
nebulous. One type with two con- 
fronted lions’ heads is actually 
inscribed “Alyas,” a variant form of the 
name of King Alyattes, fourth of the 
Mermnad kings of Lydia, who reigned 
610-561 B.C. Far more abundantly pre- 
served, however, are the electrum 
pieces of various weight (1/12, 1/6 and 
1/3 staters) bearing the head of a lion 
with a radiate knob on the forehead. The 


weights of these pieces are astonish- 
ingly consistent. Six specimens of the 
1/3 stater preserved in the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts have the narrow 
range of 4.66 grams to 4.71 grams, with 
fractional pieces in a close proportion."^ 
Other very important early series of 
electrum coins were those of Kyzikos 
in Mysia (started before 550 B.C.), 
Mytilene on the island of Lesbos (ca. 
500 B.C. ff.) and Phokaia in Ionia 
(started before 500 B.C.). These early 
gold series consisted of electrum, a more 
or less natural mixture of gold and 
silver, such as was mined in what is 
now western Turkey. Later on, more 
sophisticated refining methods were 
used to prepare the planchets. The huge 
gold coinages of the kings of Macedonia, 
Philip II (359-336 B.C.) and Alexander 
the Great (336-323 B.C.), are notable for 
the fact that they consisted of nearly 
pure gold, with specific gravities rang- 
ing around 19 (pure gold: 19.3 times the 
weight of water). By the time the 
autonomy of the Greek states had been 
extinguished by the expanding Roman 
Empire, no less than fifty of them had 
struck gold coins. 

The Roman Republic and subse- 
quently the Roman Empire had a gold 
unit the aureus, which was first struck 
in quantity around 46 B.C. At that time 
it had a weight of 1/40 of a Roman pound 
(8.19 g). Its high purity persisted but 
its weight gradually sank over a period 
of nearly four centuries. 

The Solidus 

The next great gold series, the solidus, 
got its start in the early fourth century 
under Constantine the Great (reigned 
306-337 A.D.). The solidus was one of 
the most remarkable and enduring of 
all gold coins. Its weight and fineness 
were maintained with only occasional 
variations for over seven centuries, in 
spite of all the military, economic and 
political vicissitudes of the late Roman 
Empire and its continuation in the east 
(the “Byzantine” Empire). During this 
very long period the solidus had little 
competition in the world except for the 
gold of the Islamic dynasties which orig- 
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inally started as imitations of the Byzan- 
tine solidus during the seventh century. 
The Ostrogoths in Italy also imitated the 
solidus in great quantities during the 
fifth and sixth centuries, but unlike the 
Islamic imitations, the Ostrogothic sol- 
idi bore the name and portraits of the 
Byzantine emperor and can be distin- 
guished from the Byzantine pieces only 
by subtle stylistic differences. So fam- 
iliar was the world with the solidus 
that we seldom find specimens with 
cuts to test the authenticity of the pie- 
ces; forgeries of them were evidently 
rare. Hoards of them have been found 
as far away as Scandinavia. Although 
we have no exact mint records from the 
Byzantine Empire, the mintage of the 
solidus was certainly enormous. As late 
as about 1950, common, worn solid! 
could be had for as little as about $12., 
not much more than twice their bullion 
value.® 

After the decline of the solidus in the 
later medieval period, it was supplanted 
by several important Italian, Hungarian 
and German series. Florence struck the 
fiorino d’oro (gold florin) beginning 
with the year 1252. It was imitated in 
a land with big gold mines, Hungary, 
in the 14th century and later. In Ger- 
many and the Netherlands, in turn, large 
quantities of florins were struck in the 
15th and early 16th centuries, but they 
declined in weight and fineness when 
the German gold mines began to be so 
badly depleted that the gold became too 
dear in relation to the huge supplies of 
silver flowing from Saxony and 
Bohemia. (The first large-scale coinage 
of the predecessor of the silver dollar 
was done in Saxony. 1 500 ff.) The Rhen- 
ish gold florin was struck in enormous 
quantities in such towns as PTankfurt, 
Gologne, Nuremberg and Utrecht. A 
quarter million of them were struck in 
1418 in Frankfurt alone and Basel struck 
126,020 during the years 1434-5. 

The Gold Ducat 

On 31 October, 1284, the Maggior 
Gonsiglio of Venice decided to mint the 
gold ducat, one of the most important 
gold coins of all times. It is still being 


struck from dies dated 1915 in the 
Vienna Mint nearly 700 years later. In 
Venice itself, the ducat was struck with 
the same design (St. Mark and Doge) 
down to the end of the 18th century. 
The ducat weight and finenejss became 
a favorite in Germany, the Netherlands, 
Poland, Scandinavia and Russia. It was 
even crudely imitated as far away as 
India, where the Venetian originals 
were also in use. 

England, France, Spain and Portugal 
had many gold coinages in the later 
middle ages, but they were of great var- 
iety. An outstandingly successful Eng- 
lish coin of the late medieval period was 
the noble, which was imitated to some 
extent in the Netherlands, but the Eng- 
lish and French kings changed their 
standards too often to establish gold 
coins of the great success and influence 
of the solidus and the ducat. The Span- 
ish exploitation of the large deposits in 
Mexico, Bolivia and Peru resulted in the 
huge escudo coinage of the 16th to 19th 
centuries. Its multiple of eight is famil- 
iar to us as the doubloon. 

As noted above, the gold coinage of 
the United States was started in 1795, 
with a modest weight decrease in 1834, 
after which U.S. gold coinage was con- 
tinued for almost exactly a century on 
the same standard. About 3/4 of the 
enormous U.S. gold coinage was in the 
form of double eagles (1850 ff.). 

The Latin Monetary Union 

In France a new gold coinage was 
introduced in 1803 that continued to 
be of great importance until 1914. 
Denominations of 5, 10, 20, 40, 50 and 
100 franc pieces were struck at various 
times but the most important was the 
20 franc piece. The French standard was 
copied in Italy, Switzerland, Belgium, 
Spain, Greece, Serbia, Bulgaria, 
Romania, and other lands, in some cases 
with different names. Some gold coin- 
age on the franc standard continued 
even after World War I, especially in 
Switzerland. In recent years the French 
government has struck considerable 
quantities of gold using dies; with older 
dates. The prosperous German Empire

struck large quantities of gold on the 
mark standard (1871-1915), while the 
huge English sovereign coinage (1816 
ff.) still dominates the trade in coined 
gold. 

India had a long tradition of monetary 
gold use before the establishment of the 
present Republic of India with its 
socialistic orientation and hence hostil- 
ity to private ownership of gold. Gold 
coinage of the European type was 
introduced to India no later than the 
time when the Bactrian Empire struck 
gold in a quite Greek form and with 
Greek inscriptions (ca. 250 B.G. ff.). 
Later on there were other very important 
Indian gold series. The Kushan gold 
coins were fairly close imitations of the 
Roman aureus, many hoards of which 
have also been found in India. The very 
abundant Kushan gold coinage was at 
first of high purity, like the Roman 
aureus, and it is even assumed that the 
planchets for it were prepared from 
remelted Roman gold. During the first 
and second centuries the Roman Empire 
had a severe balance of trade problem 
with India because of the commerce in 
spices, gems and other Indian goods 
desired by the luxury-loving Romans. 

Debasement in India 

With the decline of the Kushan 
Empire, its gold coinage became severly 
debased, especially after about 200 A.D. 
After about 320 A.D. the Gupta kings 
also continued gold coinage in impor- 
tant quantities. After the decline of the 
Gupta realm, i.e., after about 450 A.D., 
a number of Hindu dynasties continued 
gold coinage. The famous uninscribed 
and enigmatic elephant pagodas of 
perhaps about 1300 and later are now 
believed to be the private products of 
Indian goldsmiths. In the north of the 
Islamic rulers (the Sultans of Delhi and 
subsequently the Mughal Emperors) 
struck gold in large quantities. In the 
south, the Hindu Vijayanagar Empire 
struck large amounts of a very neat gold 
coinage between 1337 A.D. and the dis- 
astrous Battle of Tallikota in 1565. 
Beginning with the 16th century, vari- 
ous European powers struck gold series 


for their territories in India; the Por- 
tuguese, the Dutch, the French, the 
Danes and especially the British, who 
first imitated the trusted gold coinage 
of the moribund Mughal Empire before 
striking gold in the European style. 

In Japan, which has gold mines that 
have been worked since medieval times, 
gold was used in the form of oval plates 
punched with various devices. During 
the 19th century base gold rectangles 
were produced in considerable quan- 
tities. Just as the Meiji Era brought so 
many other changes to Japan, its earliest 
years saw the introduction of a very 
beautiful gold coinage of occidental 
style based on the U.S. gold denomina- 
tions. So highly prized are 20 yen pieces 
of 1870 (46,139 struck) that they fetch 
over one million yen today. With the 
exception of a few gold issues in this 
century, Ghina has virtually no tradition 
of the coining of gold, although it has 
been prized for artistic uses for many 
centuries in Ghina. 

3000 Years of Gold 

I have surveyed the history of gold 
coinage in some detail here in order to 
show what a great economic role it has 
played in nearly every civilization (with 
the notable exception of the Ghinese). 
European traditions of the monetary use 
of gold can be traced back for nearly 
three millenia in the form of gold coins 
alone. 

The decline of gold coinage we have 
witnessed during the last three to five 
decades® thus represents a radical 
departure in monetary affairs. The coin- 
ing of gold had hitherto been inter- 
rupted only sporadically by attempts to 
substitute other media for the precious 
metals. 

It is undeniably true that many mod- 
ern economists harbor a strong bias 
against the monetary use of gold. This 
bias is by no means difficult to explain, 
since these economists are the ones who 
see the most important role for them- 
selves in governments which intervene 
strongly in the economy. Gold strongly 
restricts governmental intervention in 
the economy and the redistribution of 
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wealth from the productive to the non- 
productive components of the popula- 
tion. Perhaps to some extent, too, the 
bias against the monetary use of gold 
is simply based on ignorance about the 
present and past monetary roles of gold. 
After all, a new generation has come 
onto the scene since 1934. 

We appreciate the role of gold as an 
honest, constructive monetary medium 
when we consider the nature of its 
enemies. Keynes, whom Lenin lauded 
before the Second Congress of the Com- 
munist International, considered gold a 
barbarous relic. Typically, the people 
who are shouting most loudly that gold 
is a barbarous relic are the very ones 
who are most adament in their demands 
to suppress the monetary use of gold 
by force. (Who, really, are the bar- 
barians?) These “experts” must know 
full well just how powerful gold is in 
spite of their public denials that it 
should play a role in the monetary sys- 
tem and in spite of their claims that it 
is worthless except for filling teeth and 
the like. 

Private Coinage 

When governments have refused or 
have been unable to strike gold coins 
in sufficient quantities for commerce, 
private persons have provided gold 
coins in many instances. We need only 
think of the many private gold coinages 
in the United States alone: the Bechtler 
gold pieces struck in North Carolina in 
the 1830s and later, in addition to the 
massive amounts of gold struck 
privately in California in the 1850s and 
later. There have also been many private 
gold series in India and Germany, for 
example. A large private striking of gold 
on the ducat standard has taken place 
in Germany during the last two decades. 
In addition, many forgeries of well- 
known gold types with full or nearly 
full weight and fineness have been 
made in large quantities in recent 
decades. The American double eagle, 
the British sovereign and the 20 franc 
piece have been favorite forms of the 
counterfeiters, whose activities have 
flourished on a vast scale in recent years 


because of the need for gold coinage and 
the failure of public mints to perform 
their traditional duties of providing 
gold in convenient form. 

Because of the strong biases of many 
economists against the monetary use of 
gold, a number of myths and erroneous 
conceptions have grown up about gold 
coinage. Even some libertariaa econom- 
ists are lacking in sufficient knowledge 
about the history of gold coinage to 
refute the nonsense that is often deliber- 
ately propagated. 

It is an error to assume that all gold 
coinages were constantly being eroded 
in value by debasement ar d weight 
reductions. Indeed, the really important 
gold series were struck over long 
periods of time, in some instances for 
many centuries, without substantial 
reductions. One need only think of the 
solidus, the ducat, the escudo and the 
vast gold coinages of the nineteenth cen- 
tury; the sovereign, the doubh‘ eagle and 
the napoleon. 

It is also an error to assume that the 
frauds committed in connection with 
gold coins were of very great impor- 
tance. Sometimes coins were filed or 
sweated (friction in bags in which the 
gold dust was collected) and sometimes 
test cuts were made by which a small 
amount of gold was removed. However, 
such frauds could readily b(‘ detected 
by gold scales. Forgeries existed and 
there were printed descriptions of them 
as early as the 15th century. Still, such 
frauds are quite insignificant compared 
to the vast frauds carried out in connec- 
tion with paper money, which is 
cheaper to counterfeit than gold coins. 
Of vastly greater importance, of course, 
is the fraud carried out again.st produc- 
tive citizens by governments them- 
selves which refuse to coin precious 
metals and keep issuing evcm greater 
quantities of paper money. 

It is still another error to assume that 
gold is the ally only of the wealthy. In 
this age of complicated tax laws and 
deceptive monetary policies it is the 
wealthy w ho can afford the best advice 
on taxes and investments. For the saver 
of modest means, a little hoard of gold 
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and silver has often proved to be the 
best protection against confiscation of 
his savings by devaluations by cur- 
rency. 

There’s Plenty of Gold 

The argument that there is “no longer 
enough gold for monetary purposes’’ is 
one of the more absurd arguments that 
has been made against the return to the 
monetary use of gold. The United States 
could start minting gold again within 
the very short time required to prepare 
the dies. Plenty of gold could be deli- 
vered to the mints from the mines now 
kept idle by governmental restrictions. 
Any seigniorage charged should not 
exceed the actual minting costs. As to 
the relation of the new gold coins to 
the huge heaps of paper money now in 
circulation, the problem could be easily 
circumvented simply by omitting any 
designation of value on the coins and 
employing the familiar weights and 
fineness of the quarter eagles, half 
eagles, eagles and double eagles. The 
double eagles, for example, might bear 
the inscription “516 GRAINS, 900 
FINE’’ instead of the erstwhile 
“TWENTY DOLLARS.’’ As in previous 
generations, the deliverers of gold to be 
minted would be charged a small fee 
for minting costs and the gold pieces 
would be theirs to keep or put into com- 
merce. 

Striking gold coins without any desig- 
nations of value on them is a procedure 
that was not only used in previous cen- 
turies, but also in recent decades. Con- 
sider the following examples: Begin- 
ning in 1921, Mexico had struck gold 
pieces somewhat larger than the U.S. 
double eagle. The Mexican pieces are 
known as the “centenario” because they 
originally commemorated the centen- 
nial of the Republic. For years these 
pieces were struck in large quantities 
with the designation of 50 Pesos. By 
1943, however, the designation had 
become meaningless because of the con- 
siderable depreciation of the value of 
the Mexican paper and silver currency. 
In 1943 the centenario appeared with- 
out the usual inscription of 50 Pesos 


but with an inscription describing the 
weight and fineness, the really impor- 
tant factors. There are many variations 
on the procedure. Great Britain, for 
example, struck over 30 million 
sovereigns between 1957 and 1966 for 
overseas trade. These continued to bear 
no designation of value, just as all mod- 
ern sovereigns (since 1816) had borne 
none. 

Market Sets the Value 

If the government were to resume the 
striking of gold pieces, as it should with- 
out delay, it would be easy to determine 
what designation of value, if any, were 
to be put on them after supply and 
demand had established a price in terms 
of other media. For purely monetary 
purposes, however, no designation of 
value would really be necessary, since 
gold coins need no legal tender status 
to work well, both as a medium of 
exchange and as a store of value. 

The lessons of monetary history are 
clear. Without the resumption of gold 
coinage or at least a free commerce in 
all of the precious metals, including 
especially gold, inflation will go on and 
on and on. Even just the tolerance of 
a free gold market would inhibit infla- 
tion by providing a constant gauge of 
the value of other monetary media. 

Those being hurt by inflation should 
bear the following in mind: The reasorl 
that governments with a redistributive 
economic philosophy frown on gold 
coins is because of the fact that inflation 
is a big aid if not, indeed, an essential 
factor in the redistributive process. If 
those persons in government circles 
who are talking about “fighting infla- 
tion’’ were at all sincere, they would 
immediately remove all restrictions on 
the mining and monetary use of gold 
and resume a governmental function 
which had been taken for granted for 
literally thousands of years in western 
thought, the striking of gold coins with 
an established weight and fineness. 

Those being hurt by inflation have a 
powerful weapon at their disposal if 
they would only realize it and act ac- 
cordingly. They could refuse to buy all 
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bonds, public or private, that did not 
contain gold clauses. While it is true 
that gold obligations have been 
repudiated in the past,^® the constant 
demand for gold obligations would 
undoubtedly have an influence on 
national monetary policies. Restoration 
of the right to own gold and make con- 
tracts in terms of gold would be a major 


step toward restoration of the basic prin- 
ciple of economic freedom, a freedom 
no less sacred than other freedoms. The 
restoration of our traditional rights with 
regard to gold should be vigorously sup- 
ported by all those who prize economic 
freedom and abhor the emptiness, stag- 
nation, decay and oppression of the 
omnipotent socialistic state.

During 
the last 10 to 15 years or so, the following governments have struck gold in quantity: Austria, Republic of 
China, Dominican Republic, Egypt, France, Great Britain, Katanga, Mexico, Persia, Peru, South Africa, Spain and 
Turkey. In some cases older dies were used. Many other lands have also struck gold in token quantit es. 

But not without a loss of face. The refusal of the United States to redeem gold bonds afler 1934 was 
perhaps the greatest breach of faith that had been committed by it as of then. The exact wording of these 
bonds is significant. Gold bonds dated May 9, 1918, for example, contain the following clause: ' The principal 
and interest hereof are payable in United States gold coin of the present standard of value." Although tie bankruptcy 
of an individual may be, in a technical legal sense, different from the bankruptcy of a nation, the failure to 
redeem national obligations in precious metals has always been an act parallel to the bankruptcy or dishonesty 
of an individual.

LINCOLN MINT TO PRODUCE BICENTENNIAL MEDALLIONS 
FOR ALABAMA AND OKLAHOMA 


Special medallic art programs com- 
memorating America’s Bicentennial in 
1976 will be carried out by The Lincoln 
Mint for the states of Alabama and 
Oklahoma, according to Martin N. San- 
dler, president. 

High school students in both states 
will take part in Bicentennial scholar- 
ship contests during 1973. Students in 
Alabama will submit their ideas for 
medallion designs to Governor George 
G. Wallace Bicentennial Scholarship 
contest, and teen-agers in Oklahoma 
will take part in the Oklahoma State 
Bicentennial Medallion Design contest. 
Similar contests will be conducted in 
high schools during 1974, 1975, and 
1976. 

Scholarship grants of $1,500, $750, 
and $250 will be awarded to the top 
three winners each year in the two 
states. Lincoln Mint sculptors will 
reproduce the winning designs. 

On July 4 each year, the medals will 
be offered to Alabama and Oklahoma 
residents through banks, savings and 
loans, stores, public utilities, state fairs, 
and other locations. There will be 
limited editions of .999 solid silver 
medals struck by The Lincoln Mint, in 


addition to quantities of medals in 
antique bronze. 

According to Sandler, “In both 
Alabama and Oklahoma, the American 
Revolution Bicentennial commissions 
are stressing participation by young citi- 
zens through these scholarship con- 
tests, to bring home to them the part 
their respective states have played in 
America’s growth.” 

A portion of the proceeds from sale 
of the medallions will be r(*tained by 
each state Bicentennial commission to 
help promulgate the scholarship com- 
petitions. 

‘‘In effect,” states Leonard W. Stark, 
director of The Lincoln Mint’s National 
Advisory Board, “the programs will be 
self-supporting through medal sales, 
thus saving taxpayers in these states 
thousands of dollars. It is estimated that 
sale of the silver and bronze medals will 
total more than $1 million in each state. 

‘‘At the present time a large number 
of states have indicated their interest 
in this special program. Many are pre- 
senting the concept to their own Bicen- 
tennial commissions as an effective 
means of participation leading up to 
1976.”

Some Government 
Regulations and 
Numismatics 

. By Robert Fellows 


Authorized by federal statutes and 
executive orders, regulations have been 
promulgated to help implement the 
nation’s monetary, foreign assets and 
commodity control policies. Some 
apply to acquiring, holding within or 
outside the United States, importing or 
exporting numismatic material (1). Vio- 
lations are punishable by civil forfeiture 
and severe criminal penalties. Policy 
changes necessitate regulation modifi- 
cations, but seldom are these made to 
apply retroactively. While judicial 
proof may be hard to establish, serious 
legal difficulties can arise for anyone 
who deals in numismatic items know- 
ing the same had been acquired, held, 
imported or exported in violation of a 
regulation which thereafter may have 
been changed. It behooves numismat- 
ists to be somewhat familiar with the 
regulations. 

To improve the United States monet- 
ary system by centralizing and conserv- 
ing the nation’s gold stock and to pro- 
hibit the private holding of gold as a 
store of value, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was authorized to promulgate Gold 
Regulations. Under these a private citi- 
zen is permitted to possess gold only 
as needed for legitimate and customary 
industrial, professional and artistic use. 
The regulations provide for exceptions 
appertaining to gold coins, bars and 
medals having a recognized special 
value to collectors of rare and unusual 


coins. As of 28 December 1933 all per- 
sons subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States were directed to deliver 
to the United States, gold coins, gold 
bullion and gold certificates situated in 
the United States and held or owned 
by such persons on the date of the order. 
Gold coins having a recognized special 
value to numismatists, including all 
gold coins made prior to 5 April 1933 
and gold certificates of the type issued 
before 30 January 1934 were exempted 
from the delivery requirement if they 
were held as numismatic items. Funda- 
mental to the exception is that the item 
must be held for numismatic purposes 
and not just to speculate. The Director 
of the Treasury Department’s Office of 
Domestic Gold and Silver Operations 
was designated to administer the prog- 
ram, process applications and issue 
licenses called for under the Gold Regu- 
lations. No blanket licenses are issued. 
Licenses are not transferable. There is 
no fee for the issuance of a license. 

Under the Gold Regulations, determi- 
nation as to numismatic value of a gold 
coin depends upon the attributes of the 
coin itself and not upon the nature 
of the individual or organization seek- 
ing to acquire, hold, import or dispose 
of it, or the purpose for which the coin 
is to be used. Among the factors consi- 
dered are the relationship between the 
bullion value and the market value of 
the coin, the number of its type struck 
and issued, the gold content, and 
whether it was originally issued for cir- 
culation within the country of issue, 
and not just produced for sale to the 
public as a means of providing gold to 
the market place or earning foreign 
exchange. Regardless of date, a 
mutilated, clipped or altered gold coin, 
a restrike (i.e. a coin which has been 
struck recently from an old die), a coun- 
terfeit, or one not of legal issue is never 
considered to be rare. Counterfeits 
when discovered are confiscated by the 
Secret Service. The Treasury Depart- 
ment consults with the Curator of 
Numismatics of the Smithsonian 
Institution for technical advice in the 
making of decisions in this area. There 
are administrative procedures for the 
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review of Treasury Department’s deter- 
minations. 

Before 1962 gold coins were not 
licensed for importation. Until then, 
after a determination a gold coin had 
a recognized special value to collectors 
within the meaning of the Gold Regula- 
tions. it was permitted to be brought 
into the United States without a license 
pursuant to a general authorization 
announced in special administrative 
rulings. It was presumed all gold coins 
made prior to 1830 were of exceptional 
numismatic value. As for coins made 
after 1830, there was an opposite pre- 
sumption. A special finding had to be 
made for each particular coin. An 
incomplete list, updated at intervals of 
approximately six months, was made 
available - listing many approved gold 
coins. Included on the list were some 
coins struck after 1933. Omitted how- 
ever, as not meeting the test of numis- 
matic value, were certain gold coins 
made prior to 5 April 1933 which were 
allowed to be freely bought, sold and 
held in the United States if they had 
been here on 5 April 1933. 

Since 1962, a special license has been 
required and has been issued by the 
Director of the Office of Domestic Gold 
and Silver Operations, on a proper 
showing, to import an approved gold 
coin. The license has to be secured 
before the coin for which it is sought 
has been acquired abroad by the appli- 
cant. Application for a license is made 
by filing a properly executed copy of 
Form TG-31. It is a criminal offense to 
make a wilful false statement or rep- 
resentation or knowingly conceal a 
material fact in completing the form. An 
applicant is required to state his name 
and address, and annex a copy of the 
authorization if he is acting for a princi- 
pal, the name and address of the person 
from whom each gold coin is acquired, 
information as to the port of entry or 
the Post Office through which the 
importation is to be made, and lastly, 
a detail description of each coin for 
which the license is to apply, including 
the date, denomination, country of 
issue, condition (proof, uncirculated. 


fine, good, fair or mutilated), mint 
marks if any, and design. The ITeasury 
Department requires the applicant to 
represent in the application that the 
coins sought to be imported are of recog- 
nized special value to collectors of rare 
and unusual coins, and that they are 
to be held for historical, scientific or 
numismatic purposes. A ruling is made 
for each gold coin. 

On 26 April 1969 the Gold Regula- 
tions were substantially revised and 
restrictions placed on numismatists 
were simplified. The inconsistency con- 
cerning gold coins struck before 1934 
was eliminated by a regulation permitt- 
ing the importation without a license 
of all genuine gold coins struck before 
that date. It is now necessary to secure 
a specific license to import any gold 
coins made during or subsequent to 
1934. There is a presumption that 
within the meaning of the Gold Regula- 
tions post 1933 gold coins are not rare 
and unusual for which an import 
license should issue. A license will only 
be issued when this presumption is 
overcome by a positive demonstration 
to the contrary. Before the revision, cer- 
tain gold coins struck during and sub- 
sequent to 1960 had been approved for 
import licensing. Except as to these, 
import licenses will no longer be issued 
for post 1959 coins. Periodicady, there 
is issued an incomplete listing, subject 
to continuing review, of gold coins for 
which a license for import will be 
approved (2). 

Under the Gold Regulations licenses 
may be issued to acquire, ho d, trans- 
port within the United States, export 
and import gold bars deemed to be of 
recognized special value to collectors 
of numismatic items. In order to be eligi- 
ble for a license, it is required that the 
bar must have been of such recognized 
special value before 5 April 1933 and 
at all times thereafter. Gold bars made 
after 31 December 1900 were not gener- 
ally of numismatic interest before 1933. 
Therefore, such bars are presumed not 
to be of recognized special value to col- 
lectors within the meaning of the Gold 
Regulations. Before a license will issue. 
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this presumption has to be overcome. 
Under the regulations, bars made after 
1933 are not eligible for licensing. The 
applicant for a license, made on Form 
TG-32, has to give a complete descrip- 
tion of the bar with regard to its size, 
weight, fineness, name and address of 
the manufacturer and all markings 
appearing on the bar. Photographs of all 
sides of the bar must be attached to the 
application. The names and addresses 
of prior owners from 1900 to date must 
be indicated. Under the Gold Regula- 
tions a license is required to even hold 
a gold bar in the United States. 

In the opinion of the Treasury Depart- 
ment not many large gold medals were 
imported or made in the United States 
for public sale here prior to 1933. After 
the control of gold went into effect, the 
Treasury Department felt efforts were 
being made to produce here and in 
foreign countries gold medals for public 
sale in this country. After 1958 the 
efforts were greatly increased. The 
Treasury Department appreciated while 
gold medals may command the atten- 
tion of collectors, a great part of the sales 
appeal is the knowledge of the gold con- 
tent. Therefore, as to medals, the sub- 
stantial use doctrine has been strictly 
applied. Authorization has been 
granted to acquire, hold, import and 
export special award gold medals, the 
type designed and struck in small num- 
bers for specific presentation to par- 
ticular persons for outstanding achieve- 
ment, and not made for sale to the pub- 
lic. Licenses will be refused for gold 
medals struck for public sale. By a 5 
June 1969 revision of the Gold Regula- 
tions, licenses are authorized for special 
award gold medals not struck for public 
sale, for antique gold medals 100 or 
more years old, and for commemorative 
gold medals fashioned for regular pub- 
lic display by a museum or other institu- 
tion serving the public. 

To put a stop to an increase in gold 
hoarding outside the country by persons 
subject to the jurisdiction of the United 
States, the Gold Regulations were 
changed so that after 20 July 1962 no 
such person may acquire or hold numis- 


matic gold items outside the United 
States without a license. An American 
traveling or temporarily living abroad 
who desires to have his numismatic col- 
lection with him, or who wishes to 
exhibit it outside the United States, can 
receive a license for such a purpose. 

Since 1933 within and since 1962 
without the United States, a person sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the United 
States is prohibited from holding a 
mutilated gold coin. Their importation 
is also prohibited. This prohibition is 
applicable to certain kinds of gold coin 
jewelry. The Treasury Department 
divides coin gold jewelry into three 
categories. In the first falls a gold coin 
mounted in a rim or bezel without the 
use of solder. At any time the coin can 
be removed without its appearance or 
numismatic value changed. This type 
of jewelry under the Gold Regulations 
is treated the same as gold coins. In the 
second category is a gold coin adapted 
as jewelry by soldering, drilling, etc. 
After it is extricated from its mounting, 
it still maintains its appearance as a 
coin, only, it is mutilated. After this 
method of fabrication, the coin for all 
purposes is considered a mutilated 
coin. In the last category falls a good 
coin which becomes inextricably 
merged into the piece of jewelry. A 
watch with a casing made from a 
hollowed-out gold coin is an example. 
The legality of acquiring, retaining or 
importing gold coin jewelry in this 
category depends on whether or not it 
constitutes fabricated gold as defined in 
the Gold Regulations. The legality does 
not depend on the rarity or numismatic 
value of the coin used in the manufac- 
turing process. A person subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United States is pro- 
hibited from mutilating gold coins. 
Therefore, he may not manufacture or 
order to be manufactured. United States 
gold coin jewelry which would qualify 
as fabricated gold. Gold coin jewelry 
which falls within the third category 
made by someone who is not subject 
to the jurisdiction of the United States, 
may, when the proper duty is paid, be 
imported into the United States. 
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As of 25 April 1964 all persons subject 
to the jurisdiction of the United States 
have been granted permission without 
a special license to acquire, hold, dis- 
pose of, import or export United States 
gold certificates as were issued before 
30 January 1934. The certificates are no 
longer redeemable in gold but they 
remain legal tender and may be 
exchanged at dollar face value for other 
coins and currenices of the United 
States. There is no restriction on the 
holding of silver certificates but they are 
no longer redeemable in silver. They are 
still legal tender. 

No special license is required to 
acquire, hold, dispose of in the United 
States or import genuine coins of any 
metal than gold, except in respect to 
those issued by or from North Korea, 
North Vietnam, Cuba and Southern 
Rhodesia. 

Without a special license the acquisi- 
tion or importation of any coins of North 
Korea, or any coins which were held 
in that country on or after 17 December 
1950 is prohibited under the Foreign 
Assets Control Regulations. Similarly, 
under the same regulations, without a 
license the acquisition or importation 
of any coins issued by North Vietnam 
or any coins which were held there on 
or after 5 May 1964 is prohibited. Under 
the Cuban Import Regulations super- 
seded by the Cuban Assets Control 
Regulations, without a special license, 
the acquisition or importation of any 
coins issued by Cuba or any coins which 
were held there on or after 7 February 
1962 is prohibited. Lastly, under the 
Rhodesian Sanctions Regulations, with- 
out a special license, the acquisition or 
importation of any coins issued by 
South Rhodesia or any coins which 
were held there on or after 12 August 
1968 is prohibited. These controls were 
inaugurated to prevent the countries 
from acquiring badly needed foreign 
exchange through the sale of their pro- 
ducts directly or indirectly to persons 
in the United States. The Treasury 
Department’s Office of Foreign Assets 
Control and the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York administer the program. 


Application forms for the special 
licenses are: TFAC-1 for Foreign Assets 
Control; TFAC-5 for Cuban Assets Con- 
trol; TFAC-25 for Rhodesian Sanctions 
Control (and if gold coins are involved, 
an additional license is required under 
the Gold Regulations). The applicant 
has to submit satisfactory documentary 
proof that the coins for which the 
license is applied have not been in one 
of the restricted countries during the 
prohibited period. Since it is extremely 
difficult to obtain sufficient proof to 
satisfy the licensing standards, few 
licenses have been issued and hence 
few such coins are lawfully in the 
United States. So as not to act contrary 
to law, collectors should note this. 
Coins of the affected countries may not 
be rightfully bought or sold within the 
United States unless the coins entered 
the country in full compliance with the 
Foreign Assets Control Regulations, the 
Cuban Assets Control Regulations or the 
Rhodesian Sanctions Regulations, 
whichever set of regulations apply. As 
of 17 December 1950 the Foreign Assets 
Control Regulations were clamped 
down on the People’s Republic of China 
(Taiwan not included), but \vere lifted 
on 10 July 1971. Now a special license 
under those regulations is no longer 
required to import genuine coins of met- 
als other than gold from mainland 
China. Of course this relaxation does 
not extend to coins there v^^hich had 
their origin in North Korea, North Viet- 
nam, Cuba or South Rhodesia. 

While rare coins of numismatic value 
entering the country are not subject to 
customs duty, coins brought in by post 
or otherwise must be declared at Cus- 
toms. Coins which are not properly 
licensed, counterfeits and those which 
are not genuine, will be held. Since 
there is no indication that many Aus- 
trian and Mexican gold coins are 
restrikes, their coins will be very care- 
fully examined before being released to 
the importer. 

Under the Gold Regulations, no 
license is required to export gold coins 
made before 5 April 1933 but a license 
is required for those made after. An 
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application to secure a license is made 
on Form TG-33. Few applications for 
export licenses for gold coins coins or 
bars are approved. During the transi- 
tional period when United States silver 
certificates were being redeemed and 
silver dimes, quarters and half-dollars 
were being replaced with clad coins, the 
bullion value of silver coins so exceeded 
the numismatic value, the Treasury 
Department found it necessary for a 
short time to restrict their exportation. 
The restriction was removed. Coins 
made in any metal other than gold may 
be exported subject to the commodity 
control regulations. 

For destination control, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce is interested in the 
movement of certain listed com- 
modities, which under its regulations 
include numismatic property. The 
Department has established a general 
license, C-DESK, for which no docu- 
ment is granted or required for its 
issuance. To move rare coins to other 
than excepted countries, the shipper 
needs only to write the general license 
symbol “C-DESK” on the Shipper 
Export Declaration, and if the shipment 
be by mail, insert the legend “General 
License G-DESK - Export License Not 
Required” on the address side of the 
parcel. In addition, the commerical 
invoice and bill-of-lading must show 
the following destination control state- 
ment: “United States law prohibits dis- 
position of these commodities to East 
Germany, North Korea, Communist- 
controlled areas of Vietnam, Cuba or 
South Rhodesia, unless otherwise 
authorized by the United States.” 


Exportations to East Germany, North 
Korea, Communist-controlled areas of 
Vietnam, Cuba and South Rhodesia, 
require validated numbered documents 
issued on proper applications. A num- 
bered document authorizes a special 
transaction for specified numismatic 
coins. The validated license number 
must be placed on all shipping docu- 
ments and on the outside of a postal 
parcel wrapping. Whether under a 
general license or a special numbered 
license, if gold coins are involved, the 
additional requirements of the Gold 
Regulations must be met. Export parcels 
of rare coins are subject to Customs 
inspection. 

A collector purchasing coins in the 
United States should make sure the 
coins are lawfully in the United States. 
This is proper even though to protect 
the innocent purchaser without notice 
it has been the policy of the Office of 
Domestic Gold and Silver Operations 
“that all genuine gold coins minted 
1934 through 1959 located within the 
United States (in the absence of any 
proof that they were imported illegally) 
may be held and freely dealt in within 
the United States for numismatic pur- 
poses.” In making purchases overseas, 
a collector should keep in mind any 
applicable licensing requirements. 

Collectors confronted with problems 
arising from the various regulations 
would be well advised to seek compe- 
tent legal counsel. Information and 
license application forms can be 
obtained from the proper government 
office (3).

I am continually amazed at the growth 
of our hobby. In 1923 The Numismatist 
carried 620 pages. In 1972 this number 
had grown to 2064 pages. The January 
issue reported that the first new member 
admitted in 1923 was assigned number 
2459, while the December issue noted 
that the last number assigned during the 
year was 2597. In other words, only 139 
new members joined the association in 
1923. Today we average close to 300 
new members a month. 

The 1923 convention was held from 
August 25 to 30 at the Chateau de 
Ramezay in Montreal, Canada. Accord- 
ing to the report of the General Secre- 
tary, 63 members attended. Considering 
that the total membership numbered 
830, this could be considered a good 
turnout. The total budget was less than 
$4,000. Compare this with the current 
figures that exceed $300,000. We have 
truly grown of age. 

During the year, D. C. Wismer con- 
tinued his series, “Descriptive Listing 
of Obsolete Paper Money.” Begun in 
June, 1922, by the end of 1923, he had 
only gotten into Illinois. Other articles 
of note include “The Medieval Coins 
of Sweden” by Robert Robertson, “The 
Coins and Tokens of New Brunswick” 
by Eugene G. Courteau, M.D., “Medals 
and Plaques in ‘ Musikhistoriska 
Museet’ at Stockholm” by Berta Holm- 
berg and a fascinating one by a former 
president of the ANA. Waldo C. Moore. 
It is entitled “Autography Chat.’’ 
Appearing in the December issue, 
Moore’s article dealt with the scores of 
interesting folks he corresponded with 
in his search for autographs. He man- 
aged to combine autograph collecting 
with numismatics by requesting that the 
person send him a check in the amount 
of one cent. Of special interest was the 


letter that unusually accompanied each 
check. I believe this collection was 
purchased by Farran Zerbe and today 
is the property of the Money Museum 
of The Chase Manhattan Bank. 

The November issue carried a letter 
that certainly contributed to the growth 
of the hobby. It read as follows: 

“To the Editor of The Numismatist: 

It is my opinion that it would be a 
very good plan to have a “Coin Week” 
each year. My idea is to have, say, the 
first week in February set aside as “Coin 
Week,” and I think the dealers through- 
out the country should form an associa- 
tion, which could obtain funds to carry 
on an extensive, nationwide advertising 
campaign in magazines, newspapers, 
etc. during that week. Dealers and col- 
lectors alike would be stimulated and 
instead of interesting and starting one 
collector here and there we would find 
new collectors by the hundreds. In fact, 

I think a “drive” would mean a new 
era for numismatics.

The numismatist also reported the 
removal of the nation’s coin collection 
from the Philadelphia Mint to its new 
home in the U.S. National Museum, 
known as the Smithonian Institution in 
Washington. There are great collections 
around the world, but since the acquisi- 
tion of the Lilly Collection a few years 
ago, most agree that our national collec- 
tion is the finest in the world. 

A humorous story caught my eye in 
the September issue. The article, under 
“Editorial Comment - Numismatic 
News” was entitled NEW YORK WAS 
BONE DRY SIXTY-EIGHT YEARS 
AGO. Pictured was a medal. Its obverse 
showed an upside down wine glass and 
the words NO REPEAL in the center and

around the edge STATE OF NEW YORK 
JULY 4,1855. The wording on the 
reverse read: TO COMMEMORATE 
THE PASSAGE OF THE PROHIBITORY 
LIQUOR LAW. The Taw” was entitled 
“A law prohibiting the sale and keeping 
of liquor for any purpose except as 
medicine or for sacramental, chemical 
or mercantile purpose.” In March of 
1856 the New York Supreme Court 
declared it unconstitutional! 

The collecting of medals was just as 
strong fifty years ago as it is today. With- 
out realizing its full import, the July 
issue reported: ‘‘For his discovery in 
applying chemical compounds to 
reduce gaseous detonations or “knocks” 
in automobile engines, Thomas Midgley 
of Dayton, Ohio, received the Nichols 
Medal of the New York Section of the 
American Chemical Society.” Thomas 
Midgley, Jr. (1889-1944) was the chem- 
ist who developed tetraethyl lead as an 
anti-knock agent for gasoline. 

An interesting editorial appeared in 
the June issue. “Press Lauds Plan to 
Retire $2 Bills.” It quoted the New York 
Evening World which had stated that 
the $2 bill could “easily be spared.” We 
all agree, but the last delivery of $2 notes 
was not made until July 29, 1965! 

Each of the past four years that 1 have 
written this bit of nostalgia, the part that 


most folks remember concerned the 
price of coins fifty years ago. I would 
be remiss if I didn’t continue to mention 
a few of the bargains. And so you do 
not have to waste time looking up cur- 
rent values, I will add those in 
parentheses. A half eagle of 1913 in 
proof was selling for $7 ($800), an uncir- 
culated 1856 flying eagle one cent for 
$14 ($2,000), a very fine Pine Tree shil- 
ling for $20 ($450), an uncirculated 
1839-0 half dollar for $6 ($375), a new 
Ic 1909 S-VDB for 20c ($200), a proof 
1855 silver dollar for $20 ($1,500), a 
1913 50c proof for $1.10 ($375), and so 
it goes. 

The reports of the coin club meetings 
are most interesting. For example, at one 
meeting of the Western Reserve Numis- 
matic Club (Cleveland, Ohio), a 
member, Mr. P. C. Clark, exhibited 
“about 100 varieties of pattern coins.” 
It has been many years since I have seen 
a display of even 50 varieties of U.S. 
patterns. Fifty years ago it was not 
uncommon for a club member to bring 
in his Panama-Pacific $50 slugs or his 
set of Stellas. 

Today, if you wish to join me in view- 
ing such rarities, meet me in August in 
Boston at the Sheraton-Boston Hotel. I 
will be there to help celebrate the bi- 
centennial of the Boston Tea F'arty.

THE NUMISMATIST 



W HEN THE UNITED STATES MINT was established on April 2. 1792, the 
first provisions of the Act of Congress related to the directorship of the Mint 
and its several employees. Section nine of the Mint Act, the first to deal substantively 
with the consistency of the coinage of the young American nation, began by stating 
that “there shall be from time to time struck and coined at the said mint coins 
of gold, silver and copper...” 
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The provision for gold coins as stated 
in the Act were “Eagles — each to be 
of the value of ten dollars . . . Half 
Eagles — each to be of the value of five 
dollars . . . (and) Quarter Eagles — 
each to be of the value of two dollars 
and a half dollar ...” 

These three coins, the $2.50, $5, and 
$10 gold pieces, formed the basis of a 
gold standard that the United States 
would adhere to for nearly a century 
and a half. Although there were other 
denominational additions to the list of 
American gold coinage, from 1795, 
when the first half eagle was struck, 
until January 30, 1934, when the gold 
clause was formally abrogated, gold 
coinage played a significant role in the 
economy of the United States and in 
our nation’s history. 

The first gold eagle struck by the 
United States Mint at Philadelphia con- 
tained 247V2 grains of gold, then valued 
at $19.39 per ounce. The Congress, act- 
ing on Alexander Hamilton’s recom- 
mendation, had ordered the gold to be 
struck on a ratio with the value of silver 
of 1:15. When Hamilton made his sug- 
gestion in 1792, this proved to be an 
accurate estimation of the current com- 


merical ratio employed throughout the 
world. But by 1795, the ratio fiad risen 
to one part gold for 15-3/4 parts silver. 
The result of this was an underestima- 
tion in the value of gold bullion and 
coin. Many U.S. gold coins were 
hoarded, melted, and sent abroad where 
they obtained a higher price. 

Because Congress did not change the 
ratio at which gold and silver were 
struck until 1834, the undervalued gold 
coinage flowed abroad where it was 
either hoarded or, more likely, melted. 
Little gold coinage circulated within the 
United States. Melting so depleted the 
already limited mintages that those gold 
coins struck prior to 1834 are today 
exceedingly rare. 

Thus, the low mintages in gold coin- 
age of the young Americar. nation, 
coupled with a price disparity in the 
value of gold bullion that caused exten- 
sive melting, has created numismatic 
rarities today. Table 1 shows contrasting 
Red Book prices for several pre-1834 
quarter eagles, and several p»ost-1834 
quarter eagles of comparable mintages. 
The price difference must be due to the 
heavy melting that went on with the pre- 
1834 undervalued dates.

In 1834, the first major change in the 
U.S. gold coinage laws occurred when 
the level of fineness was reduced from 
.91666 to .899225. This effectively 
raised the value of a fine troy ounce from 
$19.39 to $20.68965, creating a new 
gold-silver ratio of 1:16.002. This was 
substantially above the market rate of 
1:15.8, and was done primarily to 
enhance the value of gold deposits 
found near Charlotte, N.C., and Dah- 
lonega, Ga.

In 1837, in the midst of depression, 
the gold dollar was devalu(id slightly 
in what amounted to a minor, technical 
change in the dollar’s value. This was 
done to change the .899225 fineness 
established in 1834, to the less awkward 
.900 fine figure. At this rate gold bullion 
was valued at $20,672 the ounce. It 
would stay at that price level for nearly 
a century with few exceptions. 

The discovery of gold in California, 
in 1849, brought about fundamental 
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changes in both the coinage of the 
United States and in the world 
economy. In 1848, world gold produc- 
tion had been approximately 1.813 mil- 
lion ounces fine. The following year the 
discovery of gold at Sutter’s Mill caused 
world production almost to double 
when 3.154 million ounces fine were 
produced. In Table 2 we see the amount 
of gold produced between 1830 and 
1860.

The figures for the period 1851-1855 
seem to amply show the relatively large- 
ness of the California gold claims. 

The introduction of this much gold 
to the world economy caused some 
European powers to reject the gold 
metal standard in favor of silver mone- 
tary backing. The United States chose 
to ignore this course, and as part of its 
faith in the gold standard, created two 
new coins — a one dollar gold piece 


and the double eagle, largest denomina- 
tion and planchet of the regular issues. 

This was not without controversy. 
Senator William R. King of Alabama 
declared that the double eagle “would 
not be any convenience. The coin would 
be too large.” Under the leadership of 
Senator Atherton of New Hampshire 
and the arch proponent of gold, Thomas 
Hart Benton of Missouri, the bill 
authorizing the creation of the twenty 
and the one dollar gold pieces passed 
the Senate on March 3, 1849. Within 
a year, both coins were circulating 
beside the eagle and its various sub- 
sidiary parts. 

In the 99 years between the signing 
of the Coinage Act of 1834 and the 
abrogation of the gold clause in 1934, 
the government mints in Philadelphia, 
San Francisco, Denver, New Orleans, 
and Carson City, churned out millions 
of dollars in gold coinage. Two minor 
branch mints, Charlotte and Dahlonega, 
for whom the 1834 Act had originally 
been intended, ceased their work with 
the coming of the War Between the 
States. The following chart indicates the 
face value of gold coinage struck at the 
various mints from the time of the 1834 
Act, with the exception of Philadelphia, 
which, as the parent institution, struck 
its first gold coin in 1795.

Of all the gold coins struck by the 
U.S. Mint, the double eagle was struck 
in the greatest quantity. This is perhaps 
due to the incredible quantity of gold 
that California yielded. Table 4 offers 
some suggestion as to the yield. Another 
indication can be seen in examining 
Table 3. which shows that in the 76 year 


period, 1854-1930, the San Francisco 
Mint struck more gold than the 
Philadelphia Mint did during the 138- 
year period, 1795-1933. 

In all, 1 74,105,606 double eagles were 
struck between 1850 and 1933. More 
than half of these coins, as Table 5 
indicates, were struck in San Francisco:

The abundance of the “S” mintmarked 
gold pieces can be explained by the 
proximity of the gold strikes to the San 
Francisco branch mint, established 
largely as a place to turn gold ore into 
money. Similarly, the reason that Car- 
son City struck more double eagles than 
New Orleans was the relative proximity 
of raw gold ore. 

The reason, perhaps, that San Fran- 
cisco does not lead Philadelphia in 
quantities produced for other denomi- 
nations can probably be explained by 


stating that the $20 denomination was 
far more important in the West than 
were the lesser-valued gold coins. In the 
East, the opposite situation existed. In 
modern day terms, it could easily be 
made analagous to the use of the dollar 
coin in the West and the preference for 
smaller change in the Eastern part of 
the United States. Table 5 shows 
denominations of gold struck between 
1795 and 1933, and the mints that pro- 
duced the largest quantity of each 
denomination:

How did the $20 gold piece fit into 
the overall scope of American gold coin- 
age trends? More double eagles were 
minted than any other American gold 


coin. Table 6 indicates the total mintage 
of all U.S. denominations struck 
between 1795 and 1933, including all 
gold commemorative issues.

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Next to the double eagle, the half 
eagle, or $5 gold piece, was struck in 
great quantity. This denomination cir- 
culated throughout the country, and in 
years when the mintage was low, the 
coins still were placed into circulation. 
In those years with low mintages, the 


better-circulated and, particularly, 
uncirculated issues are worth pre- 
miums that go high above the price of 
a fine conditioned piece. Table 7 shows 
several examples of this, taken from the 
1973 Red Book.

The largest mintage changes little in 
value from fine to uncirculated condi- 
tion. There were so many of these coins 
circulating that enough were put aside 
and kept in their uncirculated state. The 
1854, with a mintage six times less than 
the 1894, more than doubles in price 
from fine to uncirculated. 

The 1854-C, with a mintage one 
fourth the number of the 1854 fiom 
Philadelphia, increases about two and 
a half times. The 1881-CC, with a min- 
tage just about one-third that of the 
1854-C, nearly triples in value, as does 
the lower mintage 1862. 

The United States officially went on 
the Gold Standard in 1900, years after 
a gold monetary policy had been consi- 
dered the de facto law of the land. Gold 
assumed its preeminent role after pas- 
sage of the Coinage Act of 1873, the 
legislation that ended the legal tender 
status of the silver dollar. The so-called 
“Crime of ’73“ led to a battle betw’een 
those who advocated international 
bimetalism, and those who preferred 
the solid gold standard. For nearly a 
quarter of a century after the 1873 coin- 
age legislation was passed, the bimetal- 
ists, who advocated the joint use of gold 
and silver, did battle with the gold stan- 
dard advocates. This verbal war cul- 
minated with William Jennings Bryan’s 
“Cross of Gold” speech in the election 


of 1896. Bryan, an avowed proponent 
of the free-silver movement, declared 
that he would “not help crucify man- 
kind upon a cross of gold.” When Bryan 
lost the election to McKinley, the stage 
was set for the Gold Standard Act of 
1900. 

World War I destroyed the Gold Stan- 
dard of the world, and the Versailles 
Peace Treaty completed the havoc by 
imposing harsh economic peace terms 
on a defeated Germany. Because gold 
was so integrally related with the state 
of the domestic economy of each nation, 
and wholly tied to the realm of interna- 
tional economics, the inflated German 
economy spread like a ravaging fire all 
along the European continent. The 
Great Depression of 1929, when the 
United States economy sneezed and the 
world caught pneumonia, caused even 
greater consternation among those who 
continued to advocate the use of gold. 
Every European power was forced to 
discharge payment of their debts in 
gold. By 1933, the United States itself 
was ready to cast the gold standard out 
the window. 

In August 1933, President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt made the decision to gradu- 
ally raise the price of gold. The purpose 
was to deflate the dollar, inflate the 
economy, allow proportional rising of 
prices, and hopefully end the depres- 
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sion. On September 8, 1933, under 
Presidential directive, the Treasury 
Department began to buy gold bullion 
at $29.62 per ounce. This continued 
until lanuary 30, 1934, at which time 
the Treasury was buying and selling 
gold at the rate of $34.45 an ounce. On 
lanuary 30, 1934, The Gold Reserve Act 
became law. 

The Gold Reserve Act provided that 
“On January 30, 1934, all right, title and 
interest, and ev^ery claim of the Board 
of Gov^ernors of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem ... in and to any and all gold coin 
and gold bullion shall pass to and are 
vested in the United States.” It further 
provided that “no gold shall ... be 
coined . . . be paid out or delivered by 
the United States ... All gold coin of 
the United States shall be withdrawn 
from circulation.” 

The withdrawal of gold coins from 
circulation marked the beginning of an 
interesting chapter in American coin 
collecting, one that continued until 
1967, the year that the Mint finally 
stopped withdrawing and melting the 
gold coins received under a provision 
which required “gold coin ... [to be] 


received at the mint institutions ... if 
of legal weight.” 

Very few exceptions were made to the 
order of general withdrawal. 
Roosevelt’s Executive Order 6260 
stipulated only that “no returns (stating 
the quantity of gold owned, kind and 
amount of said commodity, location, 
etc.) with respect to — (a) gold coin, 
gold bullion, and gold certificates in an 
amount not exceeding the aggregate of 
$100 . . . [and] (b) Go]d coins having a 
recognized special value to collectors 
of rare and unusual coin ...” are neces- 
sary. 

Executive Order 6260 further pro- 
vided in section 4 that “co. lectors of 
rare and unusual coin may acquire from 
one another and hold without license 
. . . gold coins having a recognized 
special value to collectors . . . but not 
including quarter eagles, otherwise 
known as $2.50 peices, unless held, 
together with rare and unusual coin, as 
part of a collection for historical ... or 
numismatic purposes, containing not 
more than four quarter eagles of the 
same date and design struck l)y the same 
mint.”

THE GRADING OF COINS, MEDALS AND TOKENS 




FINE 

In several respects, Fine is what we may 
call the in-between grade. It is the sec- 
ond of the three middle grades, and in 
a sense it is rather an undesirable condi- 
tion. Most of us prefer top-grade coins 
in our collections when we can afford 
them, or at least VF pieces that retain 
most of their original detail. And many 
beginning collectors and young people 
who do not have much money to spend 
are willing to settle for G and VG pieces 
as long as they are undamaged. Thus 
there is not much demand for F coins 
because sophisticated or advanced col- 
lectors prefer a better-looking piece, 
while poeple with small budgets gener- 
ally prefer to fill two holes with Good 
coins rather than one hole with a Fine 
coin. 

The above facts are reflected in dealer 
buy prices for many coins; for instance, 
in 1972, you may have seen ads offering 
to buy Indian Head Cents for something 
like 25c each in G, 27c in VG, and 30c 
in F condition. The retail price of a Fine 
may be be double that of a Good, yet 
the dealer will pay only 20% more for 
Fines when he buys them - how do we 
explain that?The answer is that in many 
series, especially of United States coins. 
Fine coins are something of a white 
elephant. If you try to sell a dealer a 
scarce date of a Barber quarter in Fine 
condition, it is not likely that he will 


pay you much more than he w’ould pay 
for a Good piece - he can place a Good 
with his beginning collectors or a top 
grade with his advanced collectors, but 
few people will pay the full retail price 
for a scarce-date Barber coin in Fine 
condition. This situation may change at 
any time if these coins become more 
popular, but you see my point - it is 
often difficult to find a buyer for middle- 
grade coins, particularly Fine pieces. 
The only major exception to this ten- 
dency seems to be in the paper money 
field, where Fine is still a sharp grade. 
As I stated earlier, a bill generally does 
not begin to show tattering of its edges 
until it has worn to Very Good condi- 
tion, so Fine or better bills usually look 
good in top-grade collections. 

Now let’s look at some of the standard 
grading guides and get an idea of just 
what a Fine coin looks like. Again, you 
may use the guide for any country, but 
I assume that most of you will be more 
familiar with the books about grading 
United States coins than those for other 
countries. A look through one of the 
guides shows that a Fine piece has 
retained something like 60% or so of 
its original detail. An XF generally has 
95% or more, a VF has some 85% or 
so, and it appears that a Fine has some 
60%. These are only my impressions, 
and perhaps you would change the 
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figures somewhat, but it is not a bad 
idea to look the books over and gain 
a few impressions like this for yourself. 
Whether they agree with my impres- 
sions is not important - what we want 
to do is give ourselves some general 
criteria that will help each of us to grade 
coins accurately. 

Another impression that you may get 
about a Fine piece is that the secondary 
detail such as the letters in the word 
LIBERTY or the parallel lines on a 
shield or a fasces will be worn about 
as far as they can be without disappear- 
ing. This means that some of the letters 
or lines at the highest point are faint 
and are about ready to go, but they are 
still visible. If there is a bust of a person, 
some 50 to 70% of the lines in the hair 
are still visible, but the cheek and jaw- 
bone do not show good separation as 
they generally do on a VF piece.

Too much 
detail is missing for the coin to be really 
sharp, but enough is left to allow us to 
reconstruct the original piece in our 
minds. This is not true of a coin in the 
next lower grade, Very Good, w^here the 
piece has lost enough detail so that it 
is difficult for us to visualize an Uncir- 
culated coin of that particular type 
unless we have worked with the series 
before. 

VERY GOOD 

This brings us to Very Good, a grade 
that is easy to learn because we can 
approach it from either of tw^o direc-

tions. We can start from Fine and work 
dowm or from Good and work up, so 
VG is a relatively simple grade to 
delineate and understand. To compare 
the grade with Fine, we may say that 
a VG coin is one on which part, but not 
all of secondary detail has been worn 
away. The usual description states that 
something like half of the secondary 
detail should survive for the piece to 
be VG, although in reality a little less 
or quite a bit more than half may show. 
For instance, on coins that have the 
wmrd LIBERTY as a grading point, an 
ideal VG might show^ the L and the TY 
as full letters, wdth perhaps a hint of 
part of the I or the R. Or a coin with 
parallel lines would show' abDut half of 
them, while the other half would have 
been completely w'orn away. Look at the 
pictures of VG coins in the grading 
guides and you will see what I mean. 

To approach the VG grade from the 
other direction, we first need to know 
what a G coin looks like, and this is 
easy. The only requirement for the Good 
condition is generally that the major 
detail - the legends, including the date 
and outlines of major features - must 
be intact and not worn into the coin’s 
field. Thus a Good coin is a flat-looking 
piece with perhaps a rim or a partial 
rim and with the legends and major out- 
lines visible. To build the G back up 
to a VG, all you have to do is to replace 
a little of the secondary deteil that had 
been worn away - a few strands of hair 
near the edge of the head, a few feathers 
on the eagle, a few letters of the word 
LIBERTY, some jewels in the crown of 
the monarch, and so forth - but not 
enough to reach a fairly respectable 
piece in Fine condition. If these com- 
ments sound vague, use your grading 
guides and check your impressions 
against mine. You may or may not w'ant 
to think of these grades in my terms, 
but you will certainly gain some impres- 
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sions of your own that you will find 
very useful. 

1 have always found Very Good an 
easy grade to understand, and I think 
that one reason is that it covers rather 
a broad range. You will recall that a new 
piece wears the tiniest bit and we call 
it AU, then it wears just a little more 
and it is XF - not too much or it is VF. 
The VF range is a little wider, F a little 
wider still, and VG seems to be broadest 
of all. G does not seem so broad because 
it seems that once the piece is worn this 
badly it lasts only about as long as a 
Fine piece before it hits the next lower 
grade. This is also true in bills - in years 
of dealing in paper money, it seems that 
1 used the grade VG much more than 
F or G. This is just a personal impression 
again, and it may or may not be borne 
out if someone makes quantitative 
studies of amounts of metal removed 
to reach the various grades of coins.

For a number of years one of the grad- 
ing guides for United States coins has 
contained what 1 feel is misleading 
information in the Indian Head Gent 
section under the grade VG. It is easy 
to look at the illustration in Brown and 
Dunn’s “A Guide to the Grading of 
United States Goins” and get the idea 
that an Indian should show three full 
letters of Liberty to be Very Good. 
However, if you look over a group of 
these coins in average circulated condi- 
tion, it is not likely that you will find 
one in a thousand that looks like their 
illustration for VG - virtually all VG 
Indians show the tops of the letters, 
while the bottoms have been worn 
away. I mentioned this fact in a talk 
before a coin club once, and a well- 
known dealer in United States coins 
said that he was glad to hear someone 
who ageeed with him. For many years 
he had offered a special deal on VG 


Indians, and he sold thousands of these 
groups to beginning collectors, but 
when the grading guide was published 
he got so many returns that he had to 
discontinue the offer. He had sold these 
groups to new collectors who were not 
familiar with grading techniques and 
who relied solely upon the illustrations 
in the newly published grading guide 
when it came out. The dealer was not 
overgrading the coins; he simply could 
not supply pieces that looked like the 
book illustration because very few such 
pieces exist. 

I personally feel that the Brown and 
Dunn book is an excellent work in 
nearly all respects, but I wanted to use 
this example to point out two things. 
The first, of course, is the fact that one 
of the illustrations in the book shows 
a piece that is not at all typical of the 
actual coins you would see. But the sec- 
ond point is even more important, and 
I feel that it cannot be stressed enough. 
The grading guides are simply one tool 
that you may use in grading coins, and 
it is a mistake to grade only by such 
“cookbook” methods. I have seen hun- 
dreds of coins that were graded XF by 
someone because they met book stan- 
dards on one side or in one place on 
the coin, yet they were not even nice 
VF’s; coins that show only one or two 
letters in LIBERTY yet are nice VG’s; 
pieces that meet book standards for AU 
yet are nowhere near being AU or Uncir- 
culated in appearance or condition, and 
so forth. The grading guides are a won- 
derful help, but you will be good at grad- 
ing coins only after you have learned 
to consider the overall apsect of the 
piece too. 

GOOD 

This is probably the easiest grade to 
determine. To be good, a piece must 
simply show the outline of the legends, 
including the date, and of the major 
detail, which is usually the head of a 
person, a coat of arms, an eagle, a 
numeral, or a similar device. If the rim 
has worn into the legend so that the tops 
of some letters are missing, the coin is

no longer Good, but is Fair. And if major 
detail like the head of a person is not 
completely outlined but blends into the 
field at some point or at several points, 
the coin is only Fair. By the time a piece 
is worn to Good condition, it may have 
been mistreated at some time in its cir- 
culating life, so there are many pieces 
that show the wear of a Good coin but 
should not be called Good. 1 am speak- 
ing of pieces that are bent, corroded, 
gouged, pierced (holed), pieces that 
were used in jewelry so have solder 
marks, and so forth. Problems like this 
are encountered with coins in all states 
of wear from AU on down, but they 
become more prevalent as we get below 
Fine, so this cuts some VG’s and many 
G’s down to Fair or Poor condition. It 
should be emphasized here that to be 
Good, a coin must not only show the 
full outlines of the legends and a major 
detail, but it must be undamaged. Natur- 
ally, G and VG coins will show plenty 
of circulation nicks and marks, includ- 
ing some minor edge nicks that would 
be unacceptable in top-grade coins, but 
they must not show major edge bumps 
or gouges or the other defects mentioned 
above. 

FAIR 

This is the grade that has been used 
traditionally to describe a piece that is 
no longer Good but is still undamaged. 
To be Fair, a coin must be completely 
attributable as to type, date, mint, and 
so forth, and it should show half or more 
of the outlines of the legends and major 
detail. People who write or speak about 
grading generally apologize for this 
grade, saying that a Fair coin is collect- 
able only if it is rare, but the grade is 
actually not a bad one if we remember 
that it simply refers to a piece with 


plenty of honest wear, one that for many 
years did exactly what it was meant to 
do - circulate as a medium of exchange. 
Collectors of series like United States 
colonial coins and our half cents and 
cents use the grade regularly, for there 
are many dates and varieties in these 
series for which Fair is a common and 
respected grade. Consult the commonly 
used catalogs on these or “A Guidebook 
of United States Coins” by Yeoman, and 
you will see what I mean. 


AG, like AU, is a questionable grade 
that is still not used by everyone, 
but I frankly feel that AG is nearly 
useless, while AU is a necessary 
grade today. 


At this point you may ask about a 
grade that is included in the two stan- 
dard guides for grading U.S. coins. 
About Good. AG, like AU, is a question- 
able grade that is still not used by 
everyone, but I frankly feel that AG is 
nearly useless, while AU is a necessary 
guide today. As you know, any grade 
may be prefixed with the word “about,” 
and all of them have been by one person 
or another. For instance, it is not 
unusual to see a piece described in an 
auction catalog as “ABT VF,” and for 
a good reason - it is so close to VF that 
it would be undergraded even if you 
called it F-VF, yet calling it VF would 
be overgrading it. You coulc. call it VF- 
(Very Fine minus), or describe it more 
fully, which would take up more space, 
but why not just use ABT VF as long 
as we all know what it means. 

This must be how AG and AU started, 
but unfortunately, G and UNC are two 
grades that people like to hedge on in 
a good many cases, so the terms AG and 
AU have been used enough to become 
a permanent part of our vocabulary. I 
stated my reasons earlier for supporting 
the use of AU - in these days when such 
a large premium is placed upon UNC 
coins, and an UNC piece may bring dou- 
ble the price of an XF piece, it seems 
natural to use a grade that describes an 
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almost UNC piece that is considerably 
better than the average XF. The UNC 
may bring $200 and the XF $100, so 
a choice, lustrous AU should bring 
$150, and with a price spread this large, 
it does not hurt to have the additional 
grade if it is used honestly. But I feel 
that trying to upgrade a Fair piece to 
an “About Good” grade is usually 
unjustified. In that range, values are 
usually so low that the same piece that 
brought $200 in UNC and $100 in XF 
will probably bring $5 or less in Good, 
and a dollar or two in Fair. There is 
generally no more justification for try- 
ing to get an extra dollar by calling it 
AG than there is in trying to get an extra 
$5 for a VG-F by calling it AF. 

I really think that AG and AU are 
popular because the G and UNC grades 
are so positive and so easy for reason- 
able people to agree on, while most 
other grades are subject to some dispute. 
It is easy to set positive boundaries for 
G and UNC - minimum standards that 
a piece must meet to be assigned to 
either of these grades, while the 
minimums for the other grades are open 
to discussion. And it is part of our 
human nature to rebel against such posi- 
tive boundaries, so we have come to 
embrace AG and AU as part of our voc- 
abulary while using terms like AF and 
AVF only in unusual cases. 


For a major defect such as a deep 
gouge or heavy corrosion, I would 
downgrade the piece to Poor, but 
for a minor defect that is probably 
due to the normal heavy wear that 
a coin receives during a long cir- 
culating life, I would place the piece 
in the Fair category. 

One more word about the grade Fair. 
I would also place coins here that are 
G or VG, but that received an edge bump 
or a light scratch or that have been very 
lightly pitted by corrosion, or that bear 
a similar minor defect that does not 
detract particularly from the appear- 
ance of the piece. For a major defect 


such as a deep gouge or heavy corrosion, 
I would downgrade the piece to Poor, 
but for a minor defect that is probably 
due to the normal heavy wear that a 
coin receives during a long circulating 
life, I would place the piece in the Fair 
category. 

You see what I mean - we use the 
grade Fair to describe a piece that 
has just received a lot of honest 
wear, but a Poor coin is a real dog. 

POOR 

This term describes the lowest condi- 
tion that is generally recognized by col- 
lectors, and here are several examples 
of what I would consider Poor pieces: 

1) The coin has circulated so much 
that more than half of the outlines 
of the major detail are worn away. 

2) The coin is no longer attributable. 
In other words, we cannot identify 
it completely by type, date, mint, 
assayer (where applicable), and so 
forth. If any one of the criteria for 
complete attribution is worn away, 
the piece is Poor. 

3) The coin is pierced because some- 
one used it on a chain for jewelry. 

4) It is badly pitted from heavy corro- 
sion. 

5) It was bent at some time so that 
it is worn smooth in some place, 
although in others it shows good 
detail. 

6) It has several bad gouges, even 
though it is not badly worn. Or 
perhaps someone has scratched his 
or her initials in the field. 

7) The piece has been hit on the edge 
so many times that it bears a number 
of bad edge bumps. 

You see what I mean - we use the 
grade Fair to describe a piece that has 
just received a lot of honest wear, but 
a Poor coin is a real dog. I divide these 
two grades rather subjectively, and the 
main criterion that I use is desirability. 
A fair coin is badly worn or bears minor 
defects, but the Poor coin is generally 
so terribly worn or badly damaged that 
it is a really undesirable piece that you 
would not want in your collection. 
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MEMENTOS OF A 
GOLD RUSH 


By W. W. Woodside, Hon. Curator of Coins, Carnegie Museum

The middle of the last century might 
well be called “the Age of Gold,” for 
great deposits of that prec.ous metal 
were found in Georgia, Nortn Carolina, 
California, Colorado, Australia, and 
South Africa within the space of a few 
short decades. As one mighi expect, in 
most of these, emergency coins were 
struck with or without official sanction, 
and study of these is a delightful and 
somewhat romantic phase of numisma- 
tics. 

None is more interesting or less 
known to Americans than the various 
coinages of Australia, and certainly 
there are few rarer issues. Curiously 
enough, the first of these appeared in 
South Australia because of the discov- 
ery of gold in Victoria and New South 
Wales, with a resultant rush to buy gold 
at speculative values. In January, 1852, 
the mercantile community petitioned 
the colonial government of South Aus- 
tralia to stabilize the situation by assay- 
ing and coining gold, and within the 
month, the Legislative Council and 
Grovernor acted to authorize assaying 
and the striking of £5 and £l coins and 
the issue of bank notes, all within one 
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The Proposed Port Phillip Coins 


year. Although this was quite illegal 
without the approval of the London gov- 
ernment, in one year over $8 million 
worth of gold was assayed at Adelaide 
(over $21 million at today’s exchange), 
and 24,648 coins of 1 value were 
issued. It is thought that, at most, only 
six £5 pieces were struck, and none are 
known to have survived. 


The following year, at Port Phillip 
near Sydney in New South Wales, an 
apparent private speculation proposed 
to issue coins of 2, 1, V 2 and V 4 ounce 
weight at what was called the Kangaroo 
Assay Office. Dies and stamping 
machinery were sent out from England, 
but at least six months went by before 
the machinery could be set up because

of labor shortages, and by that time the 
speculation was defeated by a glut of 
English sovereigns in the banks. Only 
one complete set of the gold pieces was 
struck at Port Phillip, and its present 
location is said to be unknown. 


Thus, in 1970, we at Carnrigie 
Museum learned with great interest that 
the Port Phillip dies had been located 
in the Royal Australian Mint at Can- 
berra, which planned to strike uniface 
pieces in soft copper, gilded. We were 
permitted to purchase a set of tnese from 
the Mint, there being practically no pos- 
sibility that we should ever see, much 
less own the originals. 

Again, early in 1971, the dies for the 
Adelaide Assay Office coins of 1852 
were found in the National Art Gallery, 
which authorized the Canberra Mint to 
strike four uniface sets in soft copper 
gilded, two to go to the Gallery and two 
to be retained by the Mint. The; Trustees 
of the Gallery and its Director Mr. )ohn 
Baily, graciously permitted Carnegie 
Museum to acquire one of thedr sets by 
exchange, (the only one to hjave Aus- 
tralia), so that we can now exhibit all 
types of these pioneer coins from 
“Down Under. “

The small ladies badge was offered for the first time in Philadelphia and the 
innovation proved to be a very popular one. In fact the total medal offerings for 
1969 were sold out very quickly; the ladies badges sold out early in the week, 
the medal sets were sold out through preregistrations and for the first time in 
many years, additional examples of the large badge and the medal sets were ordered 
after the convention closed. Of the total quantities listed above, 2,000 large badges 
and 300 medal sets constituted the original order.

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OLD MINT IN USE AGAIN 


The Old San Francisco Mint at Fifth 
and Mission Streets is making a come- 
back. The U.S. Mint’s special coins and 
medals and computer employees began 
the move back to the Mint’s old home 
on April 11. The Old Mint is the first 
public building to comply with Public 
Law 92-362 of Aug. 4, 1972, providing 
for the adaptive use of surplus historic 
structures. Restoration still is going on 
and it will be another year or two before 
the exterior is restored to its original 
appearance. 

Attending the reopening of the Old 
Mint was Mrs. Virginia Culver, vice 


president of the American Numismatic 
Association, who was there at the invi- 
tation of Mrs. Mary Brooks, director of 
the Mint. 

“The entire upstairs contains compu- 
ters and sophisticated machinery,” Mrs. 
Culver said. “Downstairs will be a 
museum. Mrs. Brooks is asking for 
donations or loans of period pieces for 
the museum. She wants to show the his- 
tory of California and its impact of coin- 
age.” 

Located in the Old Mint Building is 
the Numismatic Service of the San Fran- 
cisco Assay Office, previously quar-

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tered on Fell Street. This staff handles 
the bulk of the mailing and paper work 
associated with the Bureau’s numisma- 
tic program. The new computer center 
will permit the Mint, for the first time, 
to fully process on an in-house basis 
order for coins for collectors and other 
numismatic items offered to the public. 

“No appropriated funds are being 
used in the restoration,” Mrs. Culver 
said. “All of it is reimbursable money.” 
She described the program as “a marvel- 
ous innovation to save the taxpayers 
money and still provide a historic spot 
for the public to enjoy.” 

The ANA officer said that rooms in 


the Old Mint are being restored “exactly 
as they were. Many rooms on the first 
floor will be meeting rooms. There will 
be old machinery on display that was 
used in the original San Francisco Mint. 
One of Mrs. Brooks’ innovations is that 
visitors will be able to purchase a 
planchet, take it to another room, and 
stamp it themselves on an old coining 
press. And they can keep it. Coin sets 
and medals also will be available for 
visitors to purchase.” 

The facility is set to open to the public 
(first floor only) about June 1, with offi- 
cial dedication set for later in the 
summer .

You see, above, one of the many different counterfeits of the first la'ge, round, 
silver “dollar” coin to be issued by a Chinese authority, the General Clhang Wen 
who in 1837 was in revolt on the island of Formosa (now Tai-wan), and who 
needed some coin to keep his soldiers happy while he fought, unsuccessfully, 
against the Tao-kuang regime of China’s Emperor Hsuan Tsung. 

This coin, known in China as the “old fellow” or “god of longevity dollar,” 
was named “First Formosa Silver Coin” by Eduard Kann, and is listed as Coin 
No. 1 in his “Illustrated Catalog of Chinese Coins.” 

About 1960, a new rash of counterfeit Kann-l’s hit the USA market, and were 
snapped up by dealers and collectors who knew USA coins, but who v/ere babes- 
in-the-woods on Asiatic coinage. Today, for every genuine Kann-1 in this country, 
there must be a hundred fakes, complete with c/m on reverse. 

As Maurice Gould says, if you don’t know what you’re buying, don’t buy it! 

Next, below, is one of thousands of cast counterfeits of Japan’s silver yen. 

This one is dated 11th year of the Mei-ji reign (1878 AD), but you’ll be offered 
fakes of different dates. Some are so perfect that, even with a binocular zoom 
’scope, you won’t spot a cast “symptom.” That’s when you resort to x-ray diffraction 
to learn if it’s a die-struck, genuine piece, or cast. 

There also are equally excellent cast fake Japan Trade Dollars of several dates, 
as well as 50, 20, and 10 sen silver pieces. Ask ANACS. Whoever in The Orient 
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is making these fakes must be rolling in US dollars, at the rate his products are 
rolling into this country! 

The next item, above. I’m told is a counterfeit of a gold “oban kin” of feudal, 
provincial Japan, somewhere around 1609 AD. 

Japanese coinage not being my line. I’m writing this from notes now grown 
cold, but which say, “Daibutsu oban kin” . . . which leaves me in the dark. Today 
I searched through my 18 books on Japan’s coinage, and I can’t find this piece 
pictured in any of them. Of weights, yes, coins, no. 

Possibly John A. Novak, former publisher of ‘‘Cash on The Line,” was the source 
of my notes. If you know John’s whereabouts these days, let me know. 

“Daibutsu” was a statue of Buddha, “O” means large, ‘‘ban” means plate, and 
“kin” translates gold. This piece, 59mm long, isn’t large. Td’ve thought it would 
be a “koban” . . . “ko” meaning small, thus “small plate.” 

Anyway, it’s a modern-made fake, sold in tourist traps. 

Below, we have a cast counterfeit of a silver 2 -V 2 afghani coin of Afghanistan, 
Halim Hamidi’s illustrated coin No. 29-A, dated AH 1306 (1889 - 1890 AD). 

Rolls of these 2 -V 2 silver afghani coins came from the Near East five or six years 
ago, and probably still are around. They’re not well-made, and you won’t need 
x-ray diffraction to tell you they’re cast. Good advice still dictates that you send 
your coin to ANACS, Box 87, Ben Franklin Station, Washington, DC 20044, to 
get it certified as genuine ... if it really is!

• My long-held conviction that the best 
thing about numismatics is numismat- 
ists got a big boost recently from a visit 
to one of the fraternity in the midwest. 
This man is a retired minister who does 
not wish to be addressed as “Reverend,” 
who lives in a modest home and whose 
first concern is caring for his nearly 
invalid wife. Yet he has found time to 
work on scholarly books on Chinese 
coins, about which he probably knows 
more than any man in the world. 

He once owned an outstandingcollec- 
tion of coins but. I’m told by others, has 
disposed of it to help finance his 
research, writing and publishing. He 
has a wonderful library on the subject 
which would be next to useless to most 
collectors since the books are printed 
in Chinese, some so old as to be difficult 
for modern Chinese persons to read. 
But, having lived much of his life in 
China and studied the people, their lan- 
guage and history, the pages hold few 
mysteries for him. 

His equipment and facilities are not 
shiny new - some are partially 
homemade - but he knows how to get 
the most from what he has. His mind 
is keen: his energy seems boundless; 
and his determination to stick to his pro- 
jects and to record his vast knowledge 
is unflagging. A new book from his pen 
and typewriter will appear soon, possi- 
bly before this tribute to him is pub- 
lished. 

My visit of only a few hours with him 
left me feeling that he was my long-time 
friend. This brief report will embarrass 
Arthur B. Coole (pronounced “cool”) 
yet it is true and not exaggerated, 
although only part of the story. 


• “It is well to remember that that which 
is most sought after in life is not inevit- 
ably the best. In collecting, too, we may 
strike fashions and fads, anc the fad is 
not necessarily in good taste.” 

The above quotation could be from 
a discerning coin collector, for it most 
certainly is applicable to our hobby. 
Actually it is from the bo(3k Hoiv to 
Appreciate Prints by Frank Weiten- 
kampf, L.H.D. It illustrates the fact that 
a few basic principles apply to most 
branches of art and fine workmanship. 

• It is useless to try to hold a person 
to anything he says while he’s madly 
in love, drunk or running fo]' office. (B. 
Birdsong, quoted inThe Readers Digest). 

• A portrayer is one who makes por- 
traits; a portress is a female porter or 
doorkeeper. Just thought you’d want to 
know! 

• How much is pretty packaging worth? 
At a recent coin show a collector sold 
a set of six modern Japanese coins in 
a plain plastic holder for $20.00 cash. 
He then bought duplicate coins, also 
uncirculated, from a bourse; dealer for 
$5.25. Thus, he reasons, he sold a plain 
plastic holder for $14.75. Seems that 
some of us are naive frequently; some 
only rarely; but nobody isn’t never 
duped. 

• Collectors who attend conventions 
and major coin shows have come to 
expect to see fine exhibits by the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing at most of 
them. How many remember the first 
such exhibit at the ANA 75th anniver- 
sary convention in Chicago in 1966, 
only six years ago? - Glenn S. 
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Robert T. Herdegen Memorial Collection 
To Be Featured in Headquarters^ Museum 


Colorado Springs, Colorado - The 

American Numismatic Association is 
the recipient of a coin collection 
ranked among the finest private collec- 
tions in the United States. The collec- 
tion was compiled by the late Robert 
T. Herdegen of Crosse Pointe Farms, 
Michigan, the former president and 
owner of the Dominion Forge Com- 
pany of Windsor, Ontario, Canada. A 
long-time collector, he devoted his full 
time to his hobby following his retire- 
ment. 

The collection was made available to 
the American Numismatic Association 
through the generosity of his widow, 
Mrs. Cenevieve F. Herdegen, who 
desired to see her husband’s collection 
kept intact and his memory per- 
petuated through forthcoming genera- 
tions of numismatics. 

The collection was transported 
safely to the ANA headquarters in 
Colorado Springs under armed guard 
via Brinks and Wells Fargo services. It 
was packed under the personal super- 
vision of John Jay Pittman, president of 
ANA, Edward C. Rochette, executive 
director, and the family attorney, Wil- 
liam F. Huetteman. 

Mr. Herdegen’s numismatic interests 
were varied, but he was especially 
proud of his collection of crowns and 
thalers, considered one of the most 
complete in the world. This collection 
covered the coins listed by Davenport 
and all of the major kingdoms, includ- 
ing Bavaria, Prussia, Saxony and Wur- 
tenberg. Many of the minor divisions 
of other states are included and date 
from 1800. It is complete by type. The 
European crowns are extremely com- 
prehensive and virtually every type, 
even the necessity crowns, are 
included. The multiple thalers in the 
collection are considered among the 
finest accumulated by one collector. 

The collection of Irish coins, 1928 to 
date, is complete including the 1943 
florin. The Irish coins start with James 


11 and are included in his collection of 
the British Isles along with the present 
and former colonies of Great Britain. 
Mr. Herdegen assembled an entire date 
collection of all the crowns listed in 
“Crown Pieces of Great Britain,’’ by 
Howard W. A. Linecar. Every crown in 
Linecar’s book is in the collection now 
at ANA headquarters. Using Fried- 
berg’s “Coins of the British World,’’ 
Mr. Herdegen started with the Com- 
monwealth of England and acquired 
practically every piece listed in the 
book, and the collection includes such 
rare coins as the Oliver Cromwell six- 
pence piece and the William IV crown. 
This last coin is in proof condition. 

In addition, it is practically com- 
plete for the countries and islands of 
Central America and the West Indies. 
Only three of the forty-five issues of 
Honduras are needed for the collection 
of that country, and the Guatemala col- 
lection is virtually complete. Mr. Her- 
degen interested himself particularly 
in the Virgin Islands as listed in the 
reference by Lincoln W. Higgle and the 
collection includes the rare four and 
five daler, twenty francs pieces of 1904 
and 1905, the ten daler, fifty francs 
1904 is also included, as is every piece 
listed after 1808. 

Using Wayte Raymond’s, “The 
Silver Dollars of North and South 
America,’’ Mr. Herdegen obtained 
practically every specimen listed. This 
collection includes the rare Brazilian 
set of 1900 in uncirculated condition, 
plus the rare coins of British Guiana. 

The Herdegen collection includes all 
but two pieces listed in “A Pageant of 
World Commemorative Coins,’’ by 
Thomas W. Becker and these pieces 
are in superb condition. In addition, 
there are complete sets of all the coins 
issued by the emerging nations of 
Africa and such miscellaneous pieces 
as the complete Maundy coinage start- 
ing with Charles I, the first British king 
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to issue that particular series. Even 
included in the collection are speci- 
mens of Swedish plate money. This 
world coin collection has been 
appraised inexcess of $400,000. 

In addition to this most comprehen- 
sive collection of world coins, Mrs. 
Herdeigen presented her late husband's 
extensive library to the association. 
These books cover the fields of interest 
noted in her husband’s collecting pur- 
suits. This library will become an 
integral part of the ANA library and 
the books will be identified by a spe- 
cial memorial bookplate. 

In acknowledgement of her support 
of its museum and library, the board 
of governors of the American Numis- 
matic Association recognized Mrs. 
Herdegen with an Honorary Mem- 
bership. It was presented to her at her 
home in Michigan on April 8 with spe- 


cial ceremonies attended by Mrs. Her- 
degen; her son and daughter-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert T. Herdegen, Jr.; 
William F. Huetteman, the family’s 
attorney and his wife; and Robert 
Valentine, a nephew and close collect- 
ing friend of Mr. Herdegen. Represent- 
ing the association and making the 
presentation was John Jay Pittman, 
president. Other ANA officials wit- 
nessing the presentation included 
Governors George D. Hatie, Glenn B. 
Smedley and Executive Director, 
Edward G. Rochette. 

President Pittman, in accepting this 
collection on behalf of the 29,000 
members of the American Numismatic 
Association, told Mrs. Herdejgen, “The 
Robert T. Herdegen Memor.al Collec- 
tion will make the ANA museum one 
of the most outstanding of its type in 
the nation.”

We are pleased to note the ever- 
increasing circulation since the dis- 
tribution of the new library catalog has 
been completed. The areas of foreign 
coins and paper money are evident 
trends in research. There is also an 
awakening of interest in art in numisma- 
tics as evidenced by inquires concern- 
ing coin design, engravers and sculp- 
tors. 

With the increased interest in paper 
money, we would like to mention four 
books donated to us by J. Roy Pennell, 
Jr., a friend of the library from South 
Carolina. These books are published by 
Deutsche Bundesbank and are 
noteworthy for their coverage of paper 
money of the world and of Germany, 
with probably the most beautiful col- 
ored illustrations of this area of numis- 


matics ever published. 

FRUHZEIT DES PAPIERGELDES is 
the story of early paper money of the 
world. DEUTSCHES PAPERIERGELD, 
1772-1870, DAS PAPIERGELD IM 
DEUTSCHEN REICH, 1871-1948, and 
DIE NOTEN DER DEUTSCHEN 
BUNDESBANK are a complete history 
of German paper money, profuse in 
color plates showing methods of pro- 
ducing, the engravers at work, and their 
sources of art work (i.e. Albrecht Diirer 
paintings). 

Although written in German, these 
books are great sources for the paper 
money collector, for the art-minded 
numismatist, and for those who enjoy 
truly beautiful books.

SASANIAN REMAINS FROM QASR-I ABU NASR, 
SealS; Sealings, and Coins, edited by Richard N. 
Frye. 1973. 160 pages. Illustrated. Hard cover. Har- 
vard University Press, 79 Garden Street, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts 02138. $12.50. 

This volume introduces the new 
Harvard Iranian Series and includes 
contributions by Richard Frye, Pru- 
dence Harper, George Miles, and 
Joseph Upton, who bring together 
some of the objects excavated at Qasr-i 
Abu Nasr. Primary emphasis is placed 
on clay sealings used to seal merchan- 
dise or documents and on the inscrip- 
tions, monograms, and representa- 
tional motifs they bear. 

An excavation team of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art uncovered 
from 1932 to 1935 at Qasr-i Abu Nasr, 
four and a half miles southeast of 
Shiraz, a provincial town and impor- 
tant fortress dating from the Sasanian 
dynasty (A.D. 224-651). 

The study begins with a geographi- 
cal orientation of the area by Mr. Frye 
and a general description of the site 
and the objects found therein. Follow- 
ing are comprehensive analyses of the 
coins, ostraca, and finger rings, seals, 
and sealings. Extensive cross-reference 
lists of the seal impressions will aid 
the investigator seeking to find the 
number of impressions on each sealing 
or seeking to determine whether the 
same impression has been repeated on 
a number of clay sealings. 


are more than 450 drawings of seal 
impressions made on the site by 
Charles Wilkinson, curator emeritus at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and 
Hagop Kevorkian, Curator of Middle 
East Art and Archaelogy at the Brook- 
lyn Museum. 

The Harvard Iranian Series will be 
devoted to publications relating to pre- 
Islamic Iran, prior to the conquest of 
the Persians by the Muslim Arabs in 
the late seventh century. Iran will be 
interpreted broadly, to include all 
areas in which Iranian languages or 
cultures flourished, and the series will 
include literary, historical, and lin- 
guistic studies as well as editions of 
hitherto unpublished texts. 

Colombian Reference 

COINS OF COLOMBIA, by Alcedo Almanzar and 
Dale Seppa. 98 pages. Illustrated. Paper cover. 
Almanzar's, Milam Building, San Antonio, Texas 
78205. $3. 

This is the only English language 
monograph ever published relative to 
this series of coins. More than 1,000 
coins are listed with most types 
illustrated.
